have always maintained,” he 
sald, “that the high cost of living is 
due to certain fundamental conditions 
that have no relation to the tariff. 
The high cost of living is not local 
to the United States; it is prevalent 
throughout the world. The difference 
in the United States is that we have 
a higher standard of wages than else- 
where, thus making high prices less 
of a hardship here than in any other 
country in the world. 

GOOD ROADS, 

“The office of public roads has been 
encouraging the building of better 
highways as one way of curing the 
high cost of living. Better roads will 
permit the farmer to get to the ship- 
ping points at all seasons of the year, 
doing away with the waste of food- 
stuf_ls and reducing the cost of haul- 
ing, especially with reference to the 
wear and tear on horges and vehicles. 
The present administration has been 
working to educate the people to the 
value of better roads. 

PARCELS POST. 

“To the same end we have brought 
about the establishment of the parcels 
post, which will enable the farmer 
and consumer to come into close con- 
tact and thus aid still further in the 
reduction of the high cost of living. 
We have also established the postal 
savings banks, which have had the 
effect of keeping millions of dollars 
in circulation which otherwise would 
have been hoarded or sent out of the 
United States. 

“All these matters have been part 
of the reconstruction programme of 
the present administration and have

“Did Shapiro implicate Becker?” 

“Only on hearsay. He says he did 
not have personal conversation with 
Becker about the murdtr, but he told 
Mr. Whitman of a conversation he 
overheard among the four accused 
gangsters—a conversation implicating 
Becker in the crime.” 

“Did Shapiro implicate Valion and 
Schepps?" 

“He did not,” sald Levy. “He ex- 
onerated them.

Mr. Levy said neither he nor Sha- 
piro made any bargain for immunity 
in return for the confession.

Shipments Out of California Will 
Reach Thirteen Thousand Cars, 
Passing Last Year's Output. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIES) 
SACRAMENTO, Oct. 29.—{Exclu- 


sive Dispatch.) A big shortage in the 
amount of Tokay grapes available for 


prevented the 1912 crop of California 
deciduous fruits from breaking al! 
recoftds in output. It is estimated 


that the shipments from the State this 
year will reach 13,000 cars, as against 
12.439 cars, the total number of cars 
shipped from the State in 1911. 

The extra large grape last 
year established the 1911 crop as a 
record breaker. Grapes were short 
thie year, but pears came forward 
with a record-breaking yield and so 
the general output of deciduous fruits 
again establishes a record. 

Fresh deciduous fruit shipments 
thie have already passed the 
entire output of 1911. Te date, fruit 
shipping concerns have handled 12,- 
563 cars, against a total of 12.539 
cars for last season. 

Cherrice and plums aasister pears in 
making the 1812 deciduous crop a 
record breaker, but pears Were most 
prominent with 2101 care thie vear to | 
date, againet 2302 cage for all of laet 
season. This year, 244 #£4cars of 
qgherries Were shipped, against 2 
aare tast year and 1775 care of 
plums were shipped this season, 
1366 last. 

Grape shipments this season are not 
so tar behind those of a year ago as 
the damage to Tokays warrant. The 
reason te that the raisin market has 
not been the beset and many Malaga 
grapes have been shipped fresh in- 
stead of going to the drying yards 
Generally eonsidered, prices this year 
have been satisfactory.

Smuggling Queen Admits 
Guilt; Walks Out. 


Ten-Dollar Fine Imposed; 
She Doesn’t Pay It. 


Reasonss Sickness and Time 
Already in Jail. 


Mrs. Ethel Hall, nototious from En- 
senada to San Francisco, as the 
“Queen of the Smugglers,” is a free 
woman. On her plea of guilty, one 
of the most famous characters in the 
contraband trade and one who led the 
immigration officers a merry chase 
for several years before her arrest 
in this city nearly twelve months ago 
was fined $10 by Judge Wellborn last 
evening. 

And she did not pay even that. Her 
attorney, George L. McKeeby. turned 
to her after the fine had been in- 
posed and said: “You are broke, ain't 
you, Ethel,” to which she nodded 
back that she was. And as the 
court had refused to send her to jail 
and the sentence was not alternative 
there was nothing to do but let her 
walk ont of the courtroom. ' 

Just before the adjournment of the 
United States District Court, Mra. 
Hall, accompanied by her counsel, 
came into court and pleaded guilty to 
the indictment chargiig her with 
conspiring to bring Chinese laborers 
into the United States. The other 
indictments against the prisoner were 
dismissed. On the representation that 
Mrs. Halil is suffering from what the 
Prison physician thinks is an incipi- 
ent attack of tuberculosia, Judge 
Weliborn imposed a sentence of one 
fay In the County Jail. On reflection 
he changed it to the unpaid fine. 

The action of the government tn 
the case of Mrs. Hall was predi- 
cated on her physical condition and 
the fact that she has already spent 
éleven months in the County Jail. It 
was a concession on her part to the 
extent that she pleaded guilty to a 
charge that she has all along pro- 
tested she knew nothing about. 

When asked if there was anyth 
to be said in behalf of Mre. Hall be- 
fore imposing sentence, Attorney Mc- 
Keeby said that In his opinion the 
woman had suffered enough for what- 
ever she might be guilty of. Her 
health is failing, he said, and she 
wanted to be restored to her ota! 
mother and friends before becoming 
serioysly ill. He pleaded for the 
clemency of the court. 

Deputy United States District At- 
torney Robinson said there was no 
desire to pursue the woman under 
the circumstances, and asked that the 
court give her the lightest possible 
sentence. She was a woman and she

- THRICE INDICTED. 

The first indictment against Mrs. 
Hall was returned by the Federal 
Stand jury April 24, 1912, and cov- 
ered the trip of the Comrade to 
Monterey. Antonio Feliz, Charles 
Wing, “Reynold Scott, Alfred W. 
Tracey, Kuni Umoni, Ma Tin Ley and 
Antonio Feliz., Jt.. were joined with 
the woman In the instrument. This 
indictment charged a conspiracy to 
land Chinese contrabands in the Uni- 
ted States, in violation of the exclu- 
sion act. On October 15, 1912, she, 
with Antonio Feliz, Fan Chow, Moy 
Fat. Chin Man, Ah Yet, and others, 
were again indicted for conspiracy. 
This was the occasion when officers 
of the immigration sefvice were 
placed in the County Jail for the 
avowed purpose of securi the co- 
operation of Mrs. Halli and Feliz in 
another conspiracy to violate the Chi- 
nese exclusion act. The Chinese in- 
dicted with Feliz and the woman are 
well-known in San Francisco. They 
are at liberty on bond On October 
16, 1912, another indictment was re- 
tirned. charging Ed Halil, Antonio 
Feliz, Alfred W. Tracey and Mrs. Hall 
with conspiracy. 
CONNELL’S STATEMENT. 


Chief Immigration Inspector Con- 
nell, who effected the capture of Mrs. 
Halil and piled up a mountain of evi- 
Gence against her, had this to say 
yesterday in regard to the disposi- 
tion of the case: 

“It has been charged that the Im- 
migration Department has been pur- 
suing this woman. I want to say that 
there is nothing in the allegation. We 
consider her the smartest operator in 
the smuggling game ever seen on this 
Coast and there is no doubt of being 
in possession of the evidence to con- 
viet her. She has been the chief op- 
erator in the business. We knew of 
her doings and operations, and have 
the evidence to show that she paid 
Capt. Tracey $2360 in cold cash for 
one trip of the Comrade. We have «@ 
hundred telegrams bearing her signa- 
ture, showing how she worked In this 
and other cases.

The machinery wasn't right ani the 
hens wouldn't spill their hard-boiled 
eges.” seid Mrs. B. Kobold yex«ter- 
day in Justice Forbes’s court, where 
she was being sued by A. E. Bacon of 
Ocean Park for $25 alleged to be due 
on account.

“My chickens 
have gizzards and other apparatus, 
but I never heard of cogs and fiy- 
wheels—ailthough ostriches do swal-|

WHAT IS ON 
THE BALLOT. 


Constitutional Amendments 
and Candidates. 


Los Angeles County to Vote 
on New Charter. 


Initiative and Referendum 
Measures Submitted. 


The sample ballot is out. Tt is a 
four-column sheet. At the head of 
the first column the thirteen ‘‘Pro- 
gressive Republican” Presidential 
electors are grouped. Then follow the 
thirteen Prohibition electors. After 
them come the thirteen Socialist 


electors. 

There are no Taft electors, of 
course, 4 

At the top of the second column 


the Democratic electors are placed 
and below them are blanks for thir- 
teen electors for President Taft or 
any other man to be written In. 

One stamp affixed in the space 
made for it votes for the entire 
group or either set of electors, 
though the voter may, if he choses, 
vote for individual electors. 

At the top of the third column 
the Congressional ticket is found 
with the names of the “Republican,” 
Socialist, Prohibition and Democratic 
candidates in the order named. Vote 
for one. 

Then comes the State Senatorial! 
ticket. Vote for one. Last in the list 
is the Assembly ticket. Vote for one. 

The fourth column of the ballot is 
given to constitutional amendments 
and initiative and referendum prop- 
ositions—six in all. Los Angeles 
county electors will have the oppor- 
tunity of voting for or against the 
proposed county charter and also 
whether the plan adopted by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for the distri- 
bution of surplus water of thei Owens 
River aqueduct shall be approved, 

Of the six constitutional amend- 
ments and proposed § statutes to be 
voted upon November 5, five are ini- 
tiative measures and one a referen-

dum measure. This is the first time 


the people of California have been 
called: ypon to vote on a referendum. 

These constitutional amendments 
may be summarized as follows: First 
is an inftiative resolution proposing 
that the State stitution shal) be 
amended so as to ovide for a reor- 
ganization of the State Board of Edu- 
cation and that school books shali be 
furnished by the State free. This is 
known as the “Free School Books” 
amendment. Under the old law, text- 
books are printed under the direction 
of. the Superintendent of Public 
Printing and are to be sold at cost. 
The new law provides that they shal! 
be distributed without cost or charge 
of any kind to all children attending 
the public schools of the State. Op- 
position has developed to it, but it 
will probably carry. 


to amend the Constitution so ag to In- 
clude the bonds of an irrigation dis- 
trict among the securities . specified 
by law as lawful to be furnished as 
@ guarantee for public moneys de- 
pesited in banks. 

Another initiative measure con- 
templates a change relative to the an- 
nexation of cities or the consolida- 
tion of city and county governments. 
It appears on the face of it that it 
is primarily designed to enable San 
Francisco to annex Oakland and con- 
tiguous territory in order to make a 
Greater San Francisco, which shal! 
be the premier city of the State. The 
text is so worded, however, that it 
applies equally to Los Angeles.

“Home Rule Taxa- 
tion” measure. «It seeks to enable 
any city or county to change its sys- 
tem of local taxation instead of keep- 
ing taxation uniform. It is apparent- 
ly an attempt to pave the way to sin- 
gle tax where communities are in 
favor of that system, The _ single- 
taxers, Bull Moosers, Socialists and 
union labor bosses are supporting it. 
It is argued that the result of this 


amendment’s adoption would be 
chaotic and confusing. 
One of the two laws Proposes to 


establish a racing commissfon 
designed to revive horse racing in 
California. It prohibits book-mak- 
ing and pool-selling, but provides for 
the appointment cof a commission to 
grant licenses for horse-racing for a 
limited period, and permitting 
wagers upon horse races by the Paris 
Mutual and auction pool systems 
only.
